WASHINOTON, July 15.—The reports 
from the senate committee on privileges 
and elections upon the Payne case were 
subiOaitted to the senate to-day. 
The re- 
port signed by Senators Pugh, Sauls- 
bury, Vance, Eustis, the democratic 
members of the committee, sets forth at 
length the public history of the case, 
recognizes the transcendent importance 
of throwing around the senate of the 
United States the highest safeguards 
against seating a member whose title was 
procured by bribery, fraud or corruption 
and describeB the process by which the 
signers reach the conclusion that there 
is no grounds for further proceedings 
againdt Mr. Payne. 


The report says the committee's first 
act was to comply fully with the first re- 
quest of the Oiiio house of representa- 
tives to make an examination of the testi- 
mony taken by the senate committee at 
Columbus. 
Upon this testimony Mr. 
Hoar made a report to the committee 
that after a careful reading no evidence, 
opinion or statement whatever was found 
personally inculpating Mr. Payne in any 
way with the corrupt use of money 
in connection witL his election, neither 
did 
such 
examinations 
show 
that 
enough had been fouiid to justify the 
charge that the election was procured by 
the corrupt use of money. 
About this 
time the supplemental resolution of the 
two houses of the Ohio legislature and 
of the republican state central committee 
made their appearance and soon after 
Congressmen Little and Butterworth 
were heard at length. 
The signers 
of the report declare that no new evi- 
dence not contained in the original mat- 
ter submitted was brought to their at- 
tention which any court would not hold 
as merely cumulative and speculative, 
and insufficient by itself or in connec- 
tion with the original to justify a report 
in favor of a trial by the senate of Mr. 
Payne's right to a seat. 


They conclude that Henry B. Payn e 
has not been charged with having any- 
thing to do personally, or with having 
any personal knowledge of or connection 
with or participation in any act or any- 
thing that may have been done or 
charged as having been done wrong, 
criminal, immoral or reprehensible in 
his election. 


They recommend that the senate make 
no further investigation of the charge 
involving the right of Henry B. Payne 
to his seat. 
This report asks the com- 
mittee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the subject and that it be 
indefinately postponed. 


BEPUBIILOAN REPORT. 


Senatois Teller, Evarts and Logan 
unite in a report which, after reciting 
the circumstances surrounding the sena- 
torial election in Ohio in 1884, it is said 
that no action was taken by the state 
legislature which elected Senator Payne, 
calling into question the validity of his 
election, but that a new legislature, con 
stituted in January of t\ve present 
year, has 
adopted 
resolutions 
un- 
der 
which 
an 
investigation 
of Donovan's charges had been made. 
The only constitutional warrant for an 
investigation in a case like that presented 
is in the clause making each house of 
congress the judge of the qualifications 
of its own members, and a clause con- 


ferring the right of expulsion. 
The 
signers of the report do not find that 
case has been presented that would affect 
Mr. Payne with such turpitude as would 
tolerate his expulsion from the senate^ 
Senators Hoar and Frye in a separate 
report state that they cannot concur 
with views expressed by the other mem 
bers of the committee. 
They describe 
the eminent scurces from which the 
chargess were brought to the attention 
of the senate and say they think a case 
is presented in which it is the duty of 
the senate to permit the petitioners to 
present their evidence and authorize the 
issue of 3 proper process to aid in pro 
curing the attendance of witnesses as 
the senate is the only court which 
can have jurisdiction of the 
ques- 
tion. For the senate to refuse to listen 
to this complaint would be taken as 
declaration that it is indifferent to the 
question whether its seats are to be m 
future the subject of bargain and sale 
or may be presented by a few million- 
aires as a compliment to a friend. 


The senate, yesterday, in considering 
the river and harbor bill, accepted the 
grant of f.he Illinois and Michigan canal, 
and approved of the appropriation of 
S300,000 for commencing work on the 


Hennepin canal.

THE SENTINEIJ announces, with much 
pride, that the county board of equaliza 
tiou, this morning, decided to reduce the 
tax assessment or valuation of real es- 
tate in the city of Fort Wayne 5 per 
cent. 
The original valuation returned 
by Assessor Slater was $4,754,231. 
His 
deputies, Ed. Sidel and H H. Bossier, 
were instructed by Mr. Slater to re-ap- 
praise the city, but instead of reducing 
the valuation they increased it in several 
instances. 
It then became necessary for 
the democratic board of equalization to 
rebuke the work of the republicans, and 
this morning they decided on a 5 per 
cent, reduction in the assessed valua- 
tion of every foot of ground in the

of

cutting 
the 
original assessment of Mr. Slater and 
his men from $4,754,231 to $4,516,520, 
The assessment of real estate in Wayne 
township outside the city and Perry, 
Washington,

Scipio is increased 5 per cent. 


The valuation of property in Maumee, 
Lafayette and Jackson is increased 10 
per cent. 


The valuation of property in Aboit

!Eliver, Cedar Creek and Adams are ap- 
proved without change. 


The increase and reductions only ap- 
ply to lots and lands and do not affect 
improvements or personal property.

"Jesse L. Wü-

lina in 1814, Cincinnati being his ob- 
jective point. 
His oldest son. Micajah 
T. Williams, had previously 
located 
there. This M. T. Williams was one of 
the most prominent citizens of Ohio— 
president of her board of public works, 
editor and publisher of one of Cincin- 
nati's earliest newspapers, state senator, 
and al one time democratic nominee for 
United States senator, being defeated by 
the whig candidate, Thomas Ewing, by 
one vote, 


"The longevity of this Williams fam- 
ily is somewhat remarkable. 
Jesse Wil- 
liams died at the age of 81, while his 
brother William lived to the age of 97. 
His son, Achilles Williams, so well re- 
membered here, was 83 a( the time of 
his death. 
Of the living descendants of 
Jesse Williams, Sarah T. Mendenhall, of 
Richmond, is in her 88th year; Eliza T. 
Burgess, of Dublin, Ind., is nearing her 
83d year, and Hon Jesse L. Williams, 
of Fort Wayne, so well and favorably 
known for his connection with most of 
the public enterprises of Indiana for 
nearly sixty years, is approaching the 
80th anniversary of his birth, having 
reached his 79th year in May last. 


"Perhaps the only persons nowresiding 
in Richmond who were here as early as 
1820, are Mrs. Mendenhall and Corne- 
lius Ratliff. 
Mr. RatliflF is probably in 
his 90th year."

Easy. 


The Democrats Find Nothing in the 


Buckeye Tail Reflecting OB 


His Honesty 


Logan's Report is Mildly Favor- 


able, While the Third 


Wants Bis Scalp. 


SENATOR PAXNE. 


The Racy Committee Reports 


out His Case. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The reports 


from the senate committee on privileges 
and elections upon the Payne case were 
submitted to the senate to-day. Tho re- 
port signed by Senators Pugh, Sanls- 
bnry, Vance, Eusti«, the democratic 
members of the committee, sets forth at 
length thu public history of the case, 
recognizes the transcendent importance 
of throwing aronnd the senate of tile 
United States the highest safeguards 
against seating a member whose title was 
procured by bribery, fraud or corruption 
and describee the process by which the 
signers reach the conclusion that there 
is no grounds for further proceedings 
against Mr. Payne. 


The report says the committee's first 


act was to comply fully with the first re- 
quest of the Onio house of representa- 
tives to make an examination of tho testi- 
mony taken by the senate committee at 
Columbus. 
Upon this testimony Mr. 


Hoar made a report to the committee 
that after a careful reading 110 evidence, 
opinion or statement whatever was found 
personally inculpating Mr. Payne in any 
way with the corrupt use of money 
in connection witk his election, neither 
did such 
examinations show 
that 


enough had beeu found to justify the 
charge that the election was procured by 
the corrupt use of money. 
About this 


time tho supplemental resolution of the 
two houses of the Ohio legislature and 
of the republican state central committee 
made their appearance aud soon after 
Congressmen Little and Butterworth 
were heard at length. 
The signers 


of the report declare that no new evi- 
dence not contained in tho original mat- 
ter submitted was brought to their at- 
tention which any court would not hold 
as merely cumulative and speculative, 
and insullicieut by itself or'in connec- 
tion with the original to justify a report 
in favor of a trial by the senate of Mr. 
Payne's right to a seat. 


They conclude that Henry B. Payn o 


has not been charged with having any- 
thing to do personally, or with having 
any personal knowledge of 01 connection 
with or participation in any act or any- 
thing that may bave beou done or 
charged as having beeu done wrong, 
criminal, immoral or reprehensible iu 
his election. 


They recommend that the senate make 


no further investigation of the charge 
involving the right of Henry B. Payne 
to his seat. 
This report asks the com- 


mittee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the subject and that it bo 
indefinately postponed.

bers ol the committee. 
They describe 


the eminent sc-nrces from which the 
ohargess were brought to the attention 
of the senate and say they think a case 
is presented in which it is the duty of 
the senate to permit the petitioners to 
present their evidence and authorize the 
issue of a proper process to aid in pro> 
curing the attendance of witnesses as 
the senate is the only court which 
oau have jurisdiction of tho ques- 
tion. For the senate to refuse to listen 
to this complaint would be taken ag a 
declaration that it is indifferent to tho 
question whether its seats are to be in 
future the subject of bargain and sale 
or may be presented by a few million- 
aires as a compliment to a friend.
